milk an d ho n ey .’ Bu t an en d was p u t 
to tills p leasan t co n ditio n by the rain 
o f brimsto n e an d fire. 
Geology Indicates Vast Age. 
"The sto ry o f the regio n decip hered 
fro m ita ro cks by geo lo gists begin s 
mu ch earlier than the day s o f the 
p atriarchs who se actio n s are reco rded 
in the Bible. 
This reco rd seems to 
in dicate that Palestin e an d the who le 
western en d o f Arabia ro se fro m the 
sea a millio n o r mo re y ears ago In 
what geo lo gists terra the Tertiary era. 
Sho rtly after the rise, it seems, a 
great slice o f the lan d p arallel to the 
co ast o f the Mediterran ean san k to 
great dep th, fo rmin g the hu ge rift v al­ 
ley , ’the Gho r.’ n o w o ccu p ied by the 
Jo rdan riv er an d the Dead sea. 
"It is n o t clear whether there was 
a co n n ectin g chan n el 
between 
the 
Mediterran ean an d the great v alley ; 
bu t a well-defin ed an cien t beach in di­ 
cates that in tho se remo te times the 
great dep ressio n held a sea o r lake at 
abo u t the same lev el as that o f the 
Mediterran ean . 
The Jo rdan did n o t 
then ex ist; Its en tire v alley as well 
as the Sea o f Galilee was swallo wed 
u p in the p aren t o f the Dead sea, 
which was so me 200 miles lo n g an d 
10 to 15 miles wide. 
"It is believ ed that the climate o f 
Palestin e in remo te times was mo ist 
an d that the great in lan d lake was 
fo r a while kep t at its highest p o in t. 
When drier co n ditio n s set in the lake 
began to shrin k, ev en tu ally retreatin g 
in to the p resen t p o sitio n o f the Dead 
sea an d ex p o sin g the v alley n o w o c­ 
cu p ied by the Jo rdan . 
This is p rac­ 
tically the o n ly large riv er in the 
wo rld which flo ws In a v alley ready ­ 
made fo r it almo st fro m so u rce to 
mo u th. 
"The Dead sea dep ressio n hav in g n o 
o u tlet, all the salts co n tain ed in the 
large o rigin al in lan d 
sea 
were re­ 
tain ed when ev ap o ratio n redu ced the 
v o lu me o f the bo dy o f water to its 
p resen t dimen sio n s. 
In additio n , fo r 
hu n dreds o f tho u san ds o f y ears the 
Jo rdan an d the o ther streams an d to r­ 
ren ts that flo w fro m the desert hills 
in to the basin hav e been carry in g In 
additio n al salts u n til n o w the waters 
o f the Dead sea co n stitu te o n e o f the 
mo st 
highly 
co n cen trated 
n atu ral 
brin es in ex isten ce. 
It is estimated 
that o n the av erage so me six millio n 
to n s o f water flo w in to the Dead sea 
dally , an d sin ce the lev el o f the sea 
chan ges bu t little, an eq u al amo u n t Is 
p u mp ed o u t daily by ev ap o ratio n . 
"Whereas 
o cean 
water 
co n tain s 
abo u t o n e-twen iieth o f its weight in 
disso lv ed so lids, the so lids in so lu tio n 
in Dead sea water make tip o n e-fo u rth 
Its weight. Po tassiu m chlo ride makes 
u p abo u t o n e-fifteen th o f the to tal 
so lids 
bu t 
co mmo n 
salt 
(so diu m 
chlo ride) Is fu lly fiv e times as p len ti­ 
fu l. 
The iso latio n o f the p o tassiu m 
salts, therefo re, might be so mewhat 
difficu lt o n a co mmercial scale. 
Cause of Destruction. 
"The p resen t Dead sea is 4 7 miles 
long and about ten miles wide. Its 
surfaca Lie« approx imately 1,300 feet 
lower tkaa tea lev el an d at its deep- 
tat paint its bottom Ilea another 1,3 00 
faat dawm. 
This great rift in the 
earth'§ amst, therefore, lies 2.GOO feet 
balaw aaa laral and 1« the dee peat hale 
1» th* land any where in the world. 
Racaaaa af tha intense heat and dry - 
maaa and tha preaeoce ev ery where af 
•alt tha land Immediately about tha 
Daad aaa ts a region ef desolation. 
On aocne af tha data a few straggling, 
thorny laasrt plants grow and In some 
nheltemd wadies where the springs 
are freah, small groups of palms strng- 
« !• for ex istence. 
Most of the area, 
howev er, is a dry , rocky waste en­ 
crusted with salt, o r nearer the sea, 
with slimy salt mud flats. 
"It Is quits p o ssible that ev en 6 .000 
or 7 ,000 y ears ago, 
In the era to 
which the Biblical chro n icles reach, 
tha then relativ ely mo ist climate of 
Palestine made the plain near the 
mouth of the J ordan a rich land such 
as that which Lot fo u n d. It Is also 
quite possible that the ’Cities of the 
Plain’—Sodora. Gomorrha and their 
fallows — pa rlflhad

A g reat many farmers are having 
more and more difficulty In producing 
a g ood clover crop. 
One of the main 
troubles Is that the soils have been 
cropped until they are acid or sour. 
Since bacteria life does not thrive in 
soils that are acid, the clovers will 
not g row well. 
Practically all soiig tend to become 
more or less sour or acid. 
The decay 
of veg etable or org anic m atter pro­ 
duces acid. 
So soils rich In humus are 
very apt to be acid. 
Plant roots, In the 
process of g rowth, throw off acids that 
remain in the sol). 
Heavy , non porous 
soils that do not allow the entrance 
of fresh air are g enerally acid in na­ 
ture. 
So, 
practically all 
soils have 
acid in them. 
However, sometimes the 
natural lime In the soil Is sufficient to 
neutralize the effect of the acid. 


De te c ting Sour Soils . 
Acid, or sour soils can be detected In 
several 
way s. 
If 
clover 
and 
other 
leg umes fail to thrive or g row on them 
it is a pretty fair sig n of an acid soil. 
If such weeds as sheep-sorrel, horse­ 
tail rush, corn spurry and wood horse­ 
tail thrive upofi the land it is ag ain 
a pretty certain sig n of acid or sour 
soils. 
However these two sig ns are not 
definite enoug h. 
W hat we want is a 
test based on chemical k nowledg e of 
the reaction of the soil. 
One of the most common of these 
is the litmus paper test. 
It Is Inex­ 
pensive and the litmus paper can by 
obtained at most any drug store. 
Be 
sure to g et blue litmus paper. 


Te s ting Surfa c e Soils . 
For testing the surface soil, thrust 
a spade to the bottom of the top soil 
(that which Is g enerally turned up by 
» he plow). 
Throw* out a spade full or 
two of dirt, leaving a smooth wall. 
Shave off about half an incli of soil and 
throw In n half bushel, or similar con­ 
tainer. 
Tak e 
several 
samples 
from 
various parts of the field and mix them. 
Tak e about a pint of the mixed dirt 
and sift fine. 
This will g ive a very 
g ood sample for the whole field. 
For 
sub-soil simply remove the surface soil 
and g et y our samples as before. 
Place 
a q uantity of soil in contact with a 
small piece of the blue litmus paper. 
If It turns red It Is n sig n of an acid 
soil.

Little Difference in 
Fall and Spring Pig s 
The swine husbandry 
division 
of 
tlw University farm. St. Pnui, throug h 
carefully conducted experiments, have 
found that it tak es a g reater variety 
of feeds to g row fail pig s successfully 
(ban is necessary to g row spring pig s; 
their explanation 
being that 
g reen 
crops are not available for fall pig s. 
However, fall pig s 
mak e 
as 
rapid 
g ains when w*ell housed and handled 
as do spring pig s. 
Tn the experiments 
it was found that the amount of feed 
req uired to produce g ains was prac­ 
tically the same for pig s farrowed at 
the two different seasons. 
Cheaper 
g ains were made by fall pig s because 
feed costs were lower In the winter 
than summer. 
Fall pig s sell at a 
hig her price than do spring pig s, not 
on the q unllty of the pig s, however, 
but from the fact that they usually 
“hit” a more favorable mark et. 
The 
overhead 
feed 
cost 
In 
maintaining 
brood sows is g reatly reduced by hav­ 
ing them raise two litters per y ear. 


Ca n Add Several Years 
to Life of Peach Trees 
Except that the soil should not be 
too rich in nitrog en, the peach tree is 
not very particular reg arding the vari­ 
ety of soil In which It Is to stand. 
While the usual preference Is for a 
sandy loam, some very g ood y ielding 
orchards stand In heavy clay , as well 
as in the Intermediate g rades. 
Plenty 
of potash and lime are favorable to 
the peach and are really essential to 
long life of the tree. 
Pencil trees 
seventy y ears old and still bearing fine 
crops of larg e peaches, are reported 
as standing on a limestone bill. While 
such an ag e Is, of course, q uite excep 
tloaal, one may have bearing peach 
tree» of considerably g reater ag e than 
the 12 or 15 y ears that is usually 
thoug ht to be about the limit of their 
useful lives. 
A careful and intellig en: 
selection of the site for the trees, to­ 
g ether with the rig ht k ind of care in 
their 
cultivation. 
fertfMzntion 
rm< 
pruning is q uite lik ely to add g overn* 
y ears to their lives over that which If 
common to neg lected trees.

T WAS long ag o recog nized that 
babies need special care. 
The in­ 
fant’s body is not lik e the adult body . 
It req uires food and care, both in 
health and sick ness, which are suited 
to it. 
So we have, in the medical pro­ 
fession, a g roup of men 
who have 
g iven special attention to the needs 
of child life. 
We have 
book s 
and 
pamphlets and articles, telling moth­ 
ers and nurses how to care for tha 
very y oung . 
At the other extreme of human life 
are the very old. 
Their bodies and 
their Ills, lik e those of the very y oung , 
need special care and treatment. This 
fact has only recently been recog nized. 
In a recent article in the Virg inia 
Medical 
Monthly , 
Dr. 
Thomas 
H. 
Bog g s of Baltimore considers some of 
the special problems of old ag e. With 
the increasing leng th of life, the sub­ 
ject Is of g reater Importance than ever 
before. 
In many 
households today 
there are ag ed persons who need spe­ 
cial care. 
The ag ed person, lik e the Infant, Is 
frail. 
Phy sically and 
mentally , 
he 
lack s the elasticity and q uick rebound 
of the vig orous person of middle life. 
Old persons are apt to be talk ative, 
fretful, strong ly attached to their old 
views, unable to fix the mind on new 
subjects. 
The mind lik e the body has 
g otten into ruts throug h its long y ears 
of use. 
These habits of living , If sud­ 
denly brok en, may cause serious re­ 
sults. 
Slig ht injuries or operations, 
sudden chang es In surrounding s, occu­ 
pation 
or living conditions have 
a 
much more mark ed effect on the old 
than on the middle ag ed. 
One of the most important phy sical 
difficulties of old ag e is constipation, 
due to loss of teeth and, conseq uently , 
reduced chewing ability , reduced ac­ 
tivity of dig estion, poor selection of 
food and lack of exercise. 
Properly 
fitted false teeth, the use of foods con­ 
taining fiber, such as bran, spinach, 
lettuce, celery and cabbag e, drink ing 
plenty of water and the administration 
of mild, non-irritating laxatives, such 
as mineral oil, will be of value In such 
cases. 
Many old persons from habit eat too 
much. 
A simple diet of well-cook ed 
foods Is best, avoiding fats, fried foods 
and too much starch. 
Heavy exercise Is, of course, out of 
the q uestion. 
For the old, so long as 
they are phy sically able, walk ing is 
the best—outdoors In g ood weather, 
or the porch or Indoors on stormy 
day s. 
In spite of freq uent newspaper re­ 
ports, no g land treatment, either by ^ 
transplantation or serum, Is of any ’ 
value. 
The human machine In old ag e 
Is worn and frag ile. It cannot be made 
y oung ag ain. 
Since it cannot chang e, 
living 
conditions 
must 
be 
adapted 
to It.

Philadelphia.—A new affliction has 
fou nd its way among a class of work­ 
ers in this city. Along with the motor- 
man’s disease known as “trolley foot,” 
cau sed by continu al pou nding of the 
warning gong, and the sailor’s “sea 
legs,” comes the “elevator ear,” a con­ 
dition that cau ses an u nsteady gait 
and distress to some elevator opera­ 
tors. 
Physicians attribu te the cau se to a 
disarrangement of balance controlled 
by the labyrinth in the internal ear. 
The symptoms closely follow the 
style and bu ild of the elevator. 
The 
plu nger elevator with long, su stained 
heave has an entirely different effect 
from the old-style cable elevator which 
makes the trip In a series of su dden 
and disconcerting jerks. 
The elevator 
which 
travels ten or eleven floors 
withou t a stop and then halts at each 
lloor produ ces an effect wholly dis­ 
similar from the the others. 
The effects are pecu liar, ranging 
from what an old colored elevator op­ 
erator described as a “mighty misery 
In my laigs” to an aggravated case of 
sleep-walking. 
The most common is

walking. 
In a great many cases these 
symptoms closely approximate certain 
stages of locomotor ataxia
